Tull T e x t of B ill Proposed by the S ecretary of tho In terio r for 
Closing Up Indian

My now elec- 
tric storage battery itself will make 
electricity cheaper than horses. In the

of elevators.

space in Now York will cover at least

laboratory in West orange, N. J. "it

upon the secret of elec- 


tricity by direct process and begun 
another practical revolution In human 
aftalrs. 


"It can be done; It will be done. I

iiiirtion of electricity will abolish car- 
rying coal lor that purpose," 
he said. 


"Instead of digging gross metal out of 
tin- eaith, loading it on cars and car- 
rying It, say 500 miles, there to put 
it under a boiler and burn, and so get 
power, we shall set up plants at the

there and transmit It wherevci it is 
needed by copper wire.

It Is easier to carry 
molecular vibrations bv millions 
of 


waves a second than freight cars full 
of crude matter.

rhe equivalent in coal over a railroad 
track.

"Everything points to rhe fact that 


in the near tuturc electrlcitj will be 
produced 
lor general consumption by 


great power houses at the- mouths ot 
coal pits. That Is the logical and com- 
mon sense outcome of present events. 


"Now, the truth Is. that it will cost 


a third less 
to transport 
electrical 


power by wire than to carry it in the 
form of con) in railroad cars. Assume 
thf- price of coal to bo $1 at the mouth 
ot the mine and assume the freight to 
be $1.91). Now, we can turn coal into 
electricity at the mine and convey it 
by wire by less than half of the cost 
ot the freightage of coal.

horses. 
It will solve the vehicle and 


t rattle problem of cities. My new eiec- 
trie storage battery itself win make 
electricity cheaper than horses. In the 
spring we will bo ready
